Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on 8/29/2001 is entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-17, 1^-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claim 1, the limitation phrase "prescribed relationship" ( Amendment Paper # 12 
filed on 8/29/2001 ) fails to convey to the examiner its clear meaning. The examiner at this point 
cannot apply art if the term does not provide a clear understanding. 

As to claims 5, 12, 16, 17, 19, 20, 21 and 23, they all comprise said term "prescribed 
relationship". Note the same remark above.
